ANOTHER STORY OF 
THE OUTRAGE. 


AN: OFFICIAL REPORT. 


_ Following are extracts from, the 
oficial réport made by Mi, Brydon 
regarding the experiences .of his 
swifo.and—himsolf..in_the-Nanking. 
incident :— 7 Ae: 
“On the morning of March 24, at 
7 o'elock, we went to the roof to

There was no dis- 
cipline, just'on uncontrolled mob, 
with no officers to be seen. 

“Later on, at 9.80 ‘am, two 
Southern soldiers arrived in’ the 
hotel compound, whereupon Mrs. 
Brydon and myself went out to me 
Brydon and myself went out to 
meet them. As soon as they saw us, 
they caught hole of me and-march- 
ed me inside the hotel sitting- 
room, where Mr. Oliver and Mr. 
Quinn (the Customs officers) were 
sitting, stood over us with their 
‘yifles pointed at us.and informed 
Mr. Brydon that, they had-orders 
to shoot all forcignery, Mrs.- 
Brydon promised to pay them any- 
thing they asked if they-would let 
us yo. While she was thus plead- 
ing with them one of. the soldiers 
notiead the telephone ,on the wall, 
just ‘outside the room, and: im- 
mediately preceeded to smash it to 
pieces with. the butt-end of his 
rifle. The soldiers then demand- 
ed huge sums.of money or instant 
death, so Mys. Brydon had to leave 
us to find whatever ‘money she 
could to givesthem. — Whilo she 
wag away the soldiers stripped us 


ing their bayonets’ at our chests 
and knocking 'us with the bull-end 
of their rifles,” , 

“Mrs. Brydon seturned and yave 
them all the morey she could find, 
including cash money — belonging. 
to Messrs. Oliver and Quinn, to- 
gether with her jewellery, such ag 
earrings, Wwrist-watch, jade neck- 
lace, vic,, even her wedding-ring. 
These the soldiers proceeded to 
pack in their haversacks, throwing 
away minor loot to make room for 
the valuables, Even then, when 
they found {hat they had taken 
everything possible from us, they 
were not: satisfied, and said they 
still intended to shoot. us, At’this 
point we conferred with one an- 
other in whispers, and decided to 
tuke a chance at overpowering 
these two soldiers, not wishing to 
be shot without making a fight for 
our dives. Luckily we did not 
carry out this Scheme, ag just at 
that moment a machine-gun start- 
ed firing just outside the sitting. 
room window. There were more 
soldiers on guard outside, and 
even if we had got the'better of 
the two inside, it would have no 
doubt caused the death of all in 
the hotel... 3 : 

“In the meantime some Chinese 
Red Cross business friends of ours 


had'come. They intervened in an 
endeavour ,to stop them from 
éarrying ont their threats. (It 


must be noted that in no way did 
the soldiers molest, thege Chinese, 
also in the case of our servanta, 
whose boxes they allowed them to 
take away from the hotel, telling 
immediately join’ the 
Union). While they were busy’ 
arguing we mannged to slip out 
by another door and made our way 
to a hiding-place in the cellar, as- 
sisted by the hotel boys, We had 
some discussion between us three 
and decided that thia way not a 
safe place, as the soldiers would 
undoubtedly force the boys ‘to 
tell them where wo were, So 
ml Jeft the cellar and ran up

Today the life of 9 piece vot 
dance music is a short one, if al.

Rumwanda, about 40 miles cast 
of Fort Victoria, in Rhodesla. 

Mr. 8. P. Impey, of Capetown, 4 
leading South African authority 
on rock paintings, has / declared 
them to be “clearly and typically 
Egyptian,” but other experts are 
recommending careful study of 
the. drawings. before any final 
opinion is formed. . 
‘The drawings . were found by: 
two .Rhodesians while resting on 
an isolated farm. They were done 
on tho roof of a shallow cave, and 
are claimad as quite different from 
any bushman paintings, of which 
there are many, found hitherto in 
South Africa.
